Brown 
appoints 
new faculty 
trustee 
from CSUN 


The CSU Board of 
Trustees has been 
without a faculty 

trustee since May.

Gov. Jerry Brown appointed a faculty 
trustee to the Cal State University Board 
of Trustees Friday after more than five 
months of leaving the position vacant. 

Cal State Northridge’s computer sci- 
ence department Chair Steven Stepanek 
was appointed to the Board, but Stepanek 
was unavailable to comment on whether 
or not he will accept the position. 

According to Brown’s appointment no- 
tice, Stepanek serves as faculty president 
and campus senate chair at CSUN and a 
member of the CSU Academic Senate. 

Since the end of faculty trustee 
Bernadette Cheyne’s term on May 21, 
CSU faculty have been without repre- 
sentation on the Board, a vacancy that 
raised concerns about whether Brown 
had neglected his statutory responsi- 
bility in making a selection, said Diana 
Wright Guerin, chair of the CSU Aca- 
demic Senate Executive Committee. 

Guerin said that the week prior to the 
appointment, she had received 19 cam- 
pus resolutions requesting that a faculty 
trustee be appointed to the Board. 

“Without this appointment, it would 
be a half a year without a faculty mem- 
ber on the Board,” Guerin said. “We 
were getting extremely concerned.” 
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MSA board made it a priority this year to 
bring the large-scale event back to campus 
and attract both Muslims and non-Mus- 
lims from the community, Shabaik said. 

According to Abdulhafeez, planning 
for the event had taken six months. She 
also said that the MSA hopes the event 
will attract a larger crowd next year. 

Festivities at the event included 
many religious and nonreligious activi- 
ties, such as cake decorating contests 
and a Quran recitation competition. 
There were also obstacle courses and 
carnival games, including basketball 
shooting and outdoor laser tag. 

There was also a pie eating compe- 
tition that attracted a large crowd of 
spectators cheering on the competitors. 
A reptile show was ignored by attend- 
ees until the snakes were revealed and 
guests were able to take a picture with 
their choice of python. 

Henna tattoos decorated the hands 
of many young girls and women, and 
some also partook in face painting. An- 
imal balloons and a silly photo booth 
were also some highlights of the event. 

Iqbal Malam, MSA member and a 
senior electrical engineering major, 
said the event allowed people to cel- 
ebrate Eid together as a community. 

“T think it was a good event for kids 
that didn’t get a chance to celebrate 
Eid,” he said. “For those who don’t cele- 
brate Christmas or Hanukkah and stuff 
like that, they could come over here and 
have fun with the community.” 

Bilal Zaheen, MSA secretary and 
a sophomore biology major, said the 
event will return next year with more 
attractions, including a Ferris wheel.

More than 75 volunteers armed 
with tools and paintbrushes arrived at 
a dilapidated Long Beach home early 
Saturday morning to help renovate it 
as part of Make a Difference Day, the 
nation’s biggest day of community ser- 
vice. 

Every year on the fourth Saturday 
of October, millions of volunteers 
take part in thousands of projects 
across the country to help low-in- 
come, elderly and disabled people in 
need, according to the Make a Differ- 
ence Day website.

of Education. 

Rose became involved with RTLB 
at Make a Difference Day in 2005 
and became president of RTLB in 
2010. 

“Mrs. Reece, whose home we’re 
working on, is a retired teacher,” Rose 
said. “She’s had three major back sur- 
geries and four knee surgeries.” 

The house was labeled a safety 
hazard by the City of Long Beach 
and was in the process of being re- 
possessed, RTLB Treasurer Debbie 
Marr-Leisy said. She said RTLB’s 
work on the home, including replac- 


ing the 30-year-old roof and cutting 
back trees prior to Makea Difference 
Day, prevented it from being repos- 
sessed. 

The volunteers provided finishing 
touches by cleaning up the yard, re- 
pairing the fence and painting the ex- 
terior of the house. 

Long Beach Police Chief Jim Mc- 
Donnell said that when he arrived, the 
backyard was barely visible. 

“When I got here, the whole back- 
yard was covered in debris ... It was 
piled high,” he said. “Now [when] you 
look at it, it’s an amazing difference 


what a lot of people and a lot of hands 
can make in a short time.” 

Junior hospitality management ma- 
jor Tamina Krummel said the house 
had looked deserted and uninhabit- 
able and that volunteering for Make 
a Difference Day was a valuable ex- 
perience. 

“You’re not only doing something 
for the house and the person who lives 
here, you do it for yourself,” Krummel 
said. “You can really say that you’ve 
done something today.” 

According to McDonnell, about 10 
members of the LBPD came out to help 
with the event. 

“It’s a great cause to come out here 
and help somebody, make the com- 
munity better and help an individual’s 
life to be a lot better,’ McDonnell said. 
“T think that a lot of the young people 
here today have never held a tool ... We 
all learn together, we all see how a few 
hands can make a big difference.” 

McDonnell said the project was not 
only a community service opportuni- 
ty but also a networking opportunity, 
which allowed volunteers to meet oth- 
ers from the community, such as U.S. 
Attorney for the Central District of 
California André Birotte. 

“In the work that we do, more often 
than not, we see people at their worst,” 
Birotte said. “This is an opportunity to 
see people at their best, trying to help 
and come together to just engage with 
their community.”

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Lectures discuss restless leg syndrome, liposuction 


“Engineering for the 
Body” addressed how 
engineering is at work 
in the medical field.

Thursday’s biannual Engineering 
Distinguished Lecture Series saw dis- 
cussion on improvements in tracking 
cancer and heart disease as well as 
techniques that use fat from liposuc- 
tions to repair deformities. 

“Engineering for the Body: Reproduc- 
ing Body Functions,” hosted by the En- 
gineering Dean’s Advisory Council, was 
held in a packed Pacific Sunset Room at 
The Pointe on Thursday evening. 

The event focused on technological 
innovations in the field of medicine and 
featured a panel of five speakers who 
work in the field being discussed. 

College of Engineering Dean Forou- 
zan Golshani opened the lecture series by 
stating that the lecture’s goal was to look 
at the issues impacting regional, national 
and global socio-economic development. 

“Tt has fulfilled its accomplishment 
to inform the community in and outside 
the school,” Golshani said. 

The panel included two researchers, 
a patent attorney and two developers 
who created medical devices using the 
research presented. 

Adam Young, a Bioengineer Consul-

tant for Cytograft Tissue Engineering, 
Inc., talked about his research on adi- 
pose tissue engineering. From that re- 
search, Young created a process to pro- 
duce an injectable protein gel derived 
from liposuction fat tissue. 

“This gel is capable of repairing con- 
genital or post-traumatic deformities, 
such as breast cancer or burn victims,” 
Young said. 

In regards to the liposuction, Young 
jokingly said, “It’s like ‘Fight Club,’ but 
we got the patient’s consent first.” 

David Stout, a research engineer at 
Brown University and Cal State Long 
Beach graduate, said research involves 
tracking the migration of cells to bet- 
ter understand the movement of cancer 
cells and the delivery of stem cells to 
dead heart tissue after a heart attack. 
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Before presenting his research, Stout 
told the audience that he was enthusiastic 
to be one of the distinguished speakers. 

“It’s a surreal experience,” he said. 
“I remember sitting in those seats at- 
tending a lecture series and thinking, 
“Those guys are very smart.’” 

Fred Burbank and CSULB graduate 
Mike Jones from Salt Creek Medical, a 
medical device application developer, dis- 
cussed counter-stimulation in regards to 
restless leg syndrome (RLS) at the event. 

Burbank said that counter-stimula- 
tion helps reduce pain and is a natural 
body function. He used a video show- 
ing a man shaking his arm after ham- 
mering his thumb to demonstrate coun- 
ter-simulation. 

“Many people lose sleep because of 
RLS,” Burbank said. “Standing up is 


a counter-stimulation, and people with 
RLS have to do that. We are trying to 
find a way to provide a counter-stimula- 
tion for those with RLS so they can stay 
in bed and is easily applied.” 

Burbank and Jones found that patients 
with RLS who used a machine that pro- 
duced a high frequency vibration for their 
legs slept better throughout the night. 

Larry Jang, professor and chair of 
the Department of Chemical Engineer- 
ing, said he had his students attend the 
lecture series because it helps them 
with the class. 

“Tt is all connected to what they are 
learning in class,” Jang said. “They need 
to understand the trend of the industry, 
and this lecture series does that.” 

The next lecture series will be held 
on April 24 at The Pointe. 
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According to the CSU, the Gover- 
nor appoints one faculty trustee, who 
serves on the Board for two years, 
from nominees proposed by the CSU 
Academic Senate. Guerin said the 
Academic Senate had given the nom- 
inations for the next faculty member 
to Brown as early as March. 

“We did our part by sending him 
the nominees in March,” Guerin 
said. “Yet, here we are having Board 
of Trustees meetings without a fac- 
ulty voice.” 

Guerin said that the faculty voice 
is important Board 
makes decisions about academic pol- 
icies, curricular issues and budgetary 
issues that affect CSU campuses. 

Guerin also said she believes the 
last Board meeting’s conversation 
about the CSU’s bottleneck survey 
would have been different had there 
been a faculty trustee present at the 
time. 

“I was compelled to bring the 
conversation back to the results of 
the survey, being that we need more 
tenure-track faculty, yet nobody was 
talking about that,” Guerin said. “I’m 
sure a faculty trustee would have 
something to say about that.” 

CSU Spokesperson Mike Uhlen- 
kamp, said it is not uncommon to 
have vacancies on the Board and that 
at any time, there can be four to six 
vacancies. 

“Typically we don’t have the full 25 
members of the Board of Trustees,” 
Uhlenkamp said. “Prior to Bernadette 
Cheyne, we didn’t have one [faculty 
trustee] for about two years.”

Indictment of ‘Scooter’ Libby raises many ethical questions 


Today marks the eighth anniversary of former 
vice presidential adviser I. Lewis “Scooter” 
Libby’s indictment by a federal grand jury. 

Called to testify on the leak of former covert 
CIA Agent Valerie Plame Wilson’s name to the 
press, the indictment of Libby had a profound 
impact on journalists and the use of presidential 
pardons. 

Although Libby did not admit any wrongdoing, 
his questionable actions prompted a jury to convict 
him on counts of obstruction, perjury and lying to 
the FBI, according to the Washington Post. 

Libby’s indictment, however trivial it may 
appear to some, serves as a painful reminder 
of something that forever changed the public’s 
perception of former New York Times reporter 
Judith Miller and former President George W. 
Bush. 

The event that precipitated Libby’s indictment 
occurred on July 14, 2003 when columnist Robert 
Novak wrote that the wife of diplomat Joseph 
Wilson was an active CIA operative. Novak cited 
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the information as coming from two government 
officials, according to the Washington Post. 

The revelation that Valerie Plame Wilson was 
an active CIA operative prompted an investigation, 
as the Intelligence Identities Protection Act of 1982 
prohibits government officials, including officials 
like Libby, from revealing the identities of active 
intelligence officials, accord- 
ing to the Washington Post. 

Why was the leak of Val- 
erie Plame Wilson’s name to 
the press so important? 

Her husband had angered the White House 
when he wrote an editorial in the New York 
Times titled, “What I Didn’t Find in Africa.” The 
editorial said, “Some of the intelligence related 
to Iraq’s nuclear weapons program was twisted to 
exaggerate the Iraqi threat.” 

Was Valerie Plame Wilson’s name leaked in 
retaliation for her husband’s editorial? 

Following a series of investigations, Miller was 
subpoenaed to testify before a grand jury regard- 
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ing her knowledge on the leak of Valerie Plame 
Wilson’s name to the press. 

In an act of solidarity, Miller initially refused 
to identify her source and spent 85 days in jail. 
Miller’s initial refusal to testify prompts a discus- 
sion on whether journalists should be immune 
from having to reveal their sources. 

Although Miller eventu- 
ally revealed her source as 
Libby, it’s important to note 
that the act of exposing a 
source could be particularly 
damaging to a journalist’s career. 

As a journalist, Miller should be obligated to not 
reveal her sources if she promised them complete 
confidentiality. Breaches of such trust could have 
ended Miller’s career or led her into a lawsuit. 

Following Miller’s testimony, Libby was 
indicted by a grand jury following a contradic- 
tion in which he couldn’t remember where he 
first heard mention of Valerie Plame Wilson’s 
name. 
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Nearly four years after the investigation began, 
Libby was sentenced to 30 months in prison and 
ordered to pay a fine of $250,000, according to 
the Washington Post. 

The story received even more notoriety when 
Bush pardoned Libby and commuted his sentence. 

“J respect the jury’s verdict,” Bush said, 
according to the Washington Post. “But I have 
concluded that the prison sentence given to Mr. 
Libby is excessive.” 

Should Bush have commuted Libby’s sentence? 

Yes, he had the right. To do so, however, 
implies the U.S. justice system doesn’t have full 
authority when it should. 

The anniversary of Libby’s indictment serves 
as a painful reminder of the power the U.S. gov- 
ernment can wield. 

Leaking names and commuting sentences 
shouldn’t be done casually because such actions 
could either ruin or save someone’s career.

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Pres. Obama's view on GOP immigration reform is surprising 


In a very unique turn of events, President 
Barack Obama recently announced that he has 
considered adopting more conservative policies 
on immigration reform. 

The policies that have been proposed by the 
GOP aim to reform certain parts of immigration 
policy rather than overhaul the entire system. 

These new programs that Republicans have 
been working on include introducing new high- 
tech visas, revamped farming and low-skill labor 
programs, and increased border security, accord- 
ing to the Los Angeles Times. 

Republicans hope that through these new 
programs, they can simplify the process by which 
illegal immigrants can get right with the law and 
pursue legal citizenship. 

What is especially interesting about Obama 
considering a conservative proposition is that the 
Democrats currently have the upper hand after 


the recent government shutdown. 

It is no surprise that most of the public blames 
the GOP for the shutdown. The approval rating of 
the Republican Party is incredibly low. 

Eight out of 10 people stated that they disap- 
proved of the shutdown, according to the Washing- 
ton Post. 

Obama and the Demo- 
cratic Party, on the other 
hand, are in a very good 
position to pass their own 
piece of immigration 
legislation written by the Democrat-controlled 
Senate. 

The president may be trying to move ahead 
from the shutdown, though, and instill compro- 
mise within Congress at a time when it is strongly 
divided. 

Obama may recognize that if anything is to 
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get done, then it is best to approach compromise 


rather than pursue only what his own party wants. 


Otherwise, the Republicans will just shoot down 
any proposition the Democrats may make and noth- 
ing will be accomplished. 

Obama may also recognize that Congress has a 
historically low approval rating. 

According to an Associ- 
ated Press-GFK survey, 
only 5 percent of Americans 
approve of Congress. 

This dissatisfaction applies 
to all of Congress, not just one party. 

Perhaps the low approval rating of Congress 
has prompted Obama to become more receptive 
to the Republicans. 

Obama, as the head of the Democrats, may be 
trying to make his own party seem like a more 
reasonable and compromising party than the 


Republicans. 

After a mistake for the Republicans, such as 
the shutdown, it would be a very good move in 
terms of political strategy. 

The Republicans cannot disagree with or 
refuse their own policies without making them- 
selves look worse in the public eye then they 
already do. 

Whatever the reason, let’s hope that this is the 
first sign of a change in government from the grid- 
lock that is currently dividing our political system. 

Because after the shutdown, the controversy 
around the Affordable Care Act and the many 
years of childish bickering in Congress, people are 
just tired of the inaction and overall dysfunction in 
Washington.

Interest groups should not be allowed to donate without limits 


When the Supreme Court ruled on Citizens 
United v. Federal Election Commission, it said 
that corporations and unions could make indepen- 
dent expenditures. 

While it should not be confused with direct cam- 
paign financing, the ruling opened the floodgate of 
corporate money into funding political speech and 
endorsements that have diluted American politics. 

The ruling has allowed corporations and unions 
to make unlimited contributions that directly 
endorse a candidate or support a candidate’s defeat. 
The court ruling argues that money is considered 
“speech” and limiting donations is a limitation of 
free speech under the First Amendment. 

Unlike a person, a corporation has the potential 
to exceed the lifetime of an individual and com- 


mands far more funds from a pool of individuals 
who are serving one interest. 

Corporations also serve only one interest, to 
provide returns for shareholders, and their only 
goal is to provide profits. 

Outside of profits, 
corporations have no 
other interests beyond 
their own. 

Because of this, Justice 
John Paul Stevens argued that corporate spending on 
political contributions should be viewed as a transac- 
tion intended to create profits for the corporation. 

Furthermore, the independent contributions 
made by corporations in support of a candidate 
are typically the decisions made by the officers 
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that run the corporation, not the shareholders that 
own the company. 

As aresult of Citizens United, well-funded 
political action committees have now been able to 
receive unlimited amounts of campaign money. 

A further result of the 
landmark case has led to a 
second question. 

If corporations and 
unions do not have spend- 
ing limits to independent expenditures, should 
individuals have those limits as well? 

The Supreme Court began hearing arguments for 
McCutcheon v. Federal Election Commission on Oct. 
8, which poses that question to the court. 

If individuals are allowed to make unlimited 


independent contributions towards endorsing or 
discrediting a candidate, any remains of a fair and 
balanced system where the voices of the Ameri- 
can people are heard will be stamped out by the 
funding of corporate interests. 

The idea that free speech is protected in the 
most absolute terms is false, as there are forms of 
speech that do not have protections such as fight- 
ing words and libel. 

If freedom of speech means constant mean- 
spirited attacks aimed at politicians that flood the 
media, then the future of American politics will 
be brought to you by Coca-Cola.

The event started off as a grass- 
roots event but eventually grew so 
big that the city told the Zombie Walk 
crew they needed permits, according to 
Stage Manager of Lot B, Aaron Cohen. 

This year, cost for admission was 
$10 if tickets were purchased before the 
event and $15 if purchased at the door. 


There were three zones blocked off for 
the celebration: Pine Avenue, the Prom- 
enade and First Street to East Alta Way. 

The Promenade area gathered the 
most zombies with a walkway dedicat- 
ed to unique and Halloween-inspired 
merchandise booths that led to the main 
music stage and a wrestling stage as 
well as food trucks and game booths. 

Pine Avenue featured local bands 
while First Street was used to screen 
zombie classics like “Night of the 
Living Dead,” directed by George A. 
Romero, and “Dawn of the Dead,” di- 
rected by Zack Snyder. 

Zombie Walk Event Coordinator 
Barbie Sommars said she was glad 
to have the event back in the heart of 
downtown instead of in the grass area 
of the Shoreline Village, where last 
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year’s event took place. 

“Although [last year’s event] was 
a great success, personally, I missed 
seeing the zombies in an urban envi- 
ronment,” Sommars said. “It thrills me 
to not only put on a great event for the 
public to enjoy but to also see the local 
businesses thrive.” 

Cohen, who is also vocalist of The 
Radioactive Chicken Heads, became 
involved with the event after Crow in- 
vited them to help out with the band 
section. 

“Planning takes place six months 
ahead of time,” Cohen said. “We’re 
lucky to have Crow because there isn’t 
that many people who take the initia- 
tive to do something huge. The people 
involved do it through a labor of love; 
they don’t do it for the money. They’re 
happy to break even.” 

There were also makeup stations 
located throughout the event in case 
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anyone wanted professional zombie 
makeup. Attendees were able to see 
the transformation of people from a 
regular human being to an infected, 
undead person throughout the day. 

Bands like The Radioactive Chick- 
en Heads and Haunted Garage cre- 
ated the most buzz for the main stage. 
Haunted Garage performed for the 
first time in 20 years and saw old- 
school fans in attendance and still 
showing support. 

To help keep the spirit of the event 
thriving, Cohen said a lot of the bands 
he chose were based on their theatrical 
performance. 

As attendees walked toward different 
zones, fans dressed in unique and out- 
landish costumes were posing for pictures 
and creating wacky scenarios. 

Some of the costumes included a 
zombie Frank-n-Furter from “The 
Rocky Horror Picture Show,” Jesus

Christ, terrifying clowns, zombified 
Disney princesses and other wacky 
outfits. 

The only downside of this year’s 
Zombie Walk was the lack of an actual 
zombie walk. In the event’s past two 
years, there were specific routes and 
times set for zombies to start walking 
down and create an endless stream of 
the living dead staggering throughout 
downtown. 

Cohen said the change was a result of - 
previous years when mischievous zom- 


_ bies rode city buses and scared people. 


“The City of Long Beach thought 
there would be a zombie uprising,” 
Cohen said. “The city announced they 
didn’t want any organized mob.” 

As dusk came, zombies continued 
to stagger toward the event in large 
groups, bringing the area to life with 
their enthusiasm and in-character per- 
sonalities.

Two Cal State Long Beach alumni 
have brought both international and 
home-grown influences to create Cali 
Beach Clothing, a true Californian 
clothing line. 

Co-founders David Olson and Eddie 
Sitkovetzky met.in the dorms as fresh- 


men and have been friends ever since. 
When they graduated in 2012, they 
decided to start a business together, 
a clothing line. They wanted to keep 
everything California: California in- 
spired, based and produced. 

“Coming from a background of busi- 
ness economics and geography, we had 
no particular skill set to launch a cloth- 
ing brand,” Olson said. 

Sitkovetzky, who graduated with a 
degree in economics, was an interna- 
tional student who had lived in mul- 
tiple countries, including Russia and the 
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Ukraine. He’ said that 
when. anybody out- 
side the U.S, mentions 
that they have been to 
California, it’s a big 
deal, and everybody 
always looks at and 
follows California for 
the up-to-date trends 
and styles. 

“What I’ve real- 
ized is that everybody 
loves California,? Sit- 

_kovetzky said. 

Unlike his partner, 
Olson is a Northern 
California native. 
Having graduated 
with a degree in geog- 
raphy, he said he no- 
ticed the prestige that 
a _ California-based 
company has in the 
fashion world. This 
is one of the most im- 
portant reasons why 
Olson and Sitovetzky 
have everything pro- 
duced locally. 

“It makes it more 
unique than going 
overseas,” Olson said. 
“It gives it better qual- 
ity, a higher sense of 

detail to make sure everything comes 
out perfect.” 

According to Olson, he and Sitovetz- 
ky want to “represent the California 
lifestyle to the fullest. We like picking 
our own fabrics and designs.” 

They said that they want to blend the 
fashion of Northern California — such 
as clean, pocketed tees and flat-billed 
hats — with Southern Californian influ- 
ences, like the printed tanks that have 
become extremely popular. 

“While in college, we noticed a lack 
of a certain fashion style in California,

and were surprised that we were unable 
to find any apparel that combined both 
the Southern beachwear and Northern 
streetwear trends together,” Olson said. 

Some of Olson and Sitovetzky’s sty- 
listic elements are inspired by the Na- 
tive American tribal designs as well as 
beachy floral prints, which are repre- 
sented in their prints. Other aspects of 
California are shown through the surf 
references, clever tees featuring the 
popular California Republic bear and 
also a mermaid shirt. 

It’s important to Olson and Sitovetz- 
ky that when people see their clothes, 
they see the easy, breezy lifestyle for 
which California is known. While their 
men’s line and hat collection is already 
running, they said they hope to expand 
with a women’s line. 

Some clothing has been sold interna- 
tionally in Australia and Romania, but 
the majority of their sales have taken 
place in the U.S. 

Sitovetzky said that their recogni- 
tion in Australia is due to the easygoing 
surf, sand and fun vibe that California 
breathes. 

The pair has encountered some trou- 
bles as a growing business. Shortly after 
opening a kiosk in Huntington Beach 
in July with the intention of debuting 
the clothing line, it was broken into and 
raided during the riotous U.S. Open, 
which they said resulted in big losses of 
product. 

They said that despite the setbacks, 
the incident helped them realize that 
people liked and wanted the clothing, a 
realization that they said motivated them 
to continue supporting the company. 

According to Olson, he and Sitovetz- 
ky are fundraising in part through a 
kickstarter, using pledges to fund their 
promise that everything is California- 
produced.

The Anteaters (11-11, 2-6 Big West) 
couldn’t get on a scoring run for more 
than three points, but the 49ers were 
able to snatch a six-point run at 10-9 
after a Reid hit.

The momentum carried into the sec- 
ond game and showed a similar fate as 
the 49ers stayed in the lead after giving 
up just the first point. 

Both teams had a sloppy start to 
the third set with five straight un- 
forced errors. But Aigner-Swesey 
and Okpala excited the crowd as they 
dominated at the net with a combined 
nine kills in just the first half of the 
game. 

Head coach Brian Gimmillaro said 


he noticed his team being more focused 
in the third set.

The ‘Niners had trouble creating op- 


portunities on offense, as they managed 
to get off only four shots in the first half. 

LBSU woke up in the second half, 
though, compiling seven shots in 13 
minutes early on. Unfortunately for 
The Beach, none of the shots found the 
back net. 

Neither team scored in the second 
half, and the Matadors held on to win 
their first conference game since 
they defeated Cal State Fullerton in 
last year’s Big West tournament fi- 
nals. 

Despite the loss, the 49ers are still 
just one point behind in the race for 
spots in this year’s Big West tourna- 
ment.

With 5:04 left in the first, UCSB got 
on the board with its first goal from ju- 
nior attacker Eric Van de Mortel. 

After a counterattack goal from se- 
nior Matt Gronow the Gauchos reached 
a 2-1 advantage to end the first period. 

In the second quarter, the ‘Niners 
were unable to stop the outside shooting 
of the Gauchos. By halftime the Gau- 
chos had built a healthy 7-3 lead. 

With its back against the wall, LBSU 
battled back in the third quarter. It dis- 
played its best defensive effort of the 
game, keeping the Gauchos scoreless. 

Sophomore goalkeeper Pavo Ljepop- 
pio recorded three of his eight blocks 
in the third period, helping to shut the 
Gauchos down offensively. 

LBSU came within striking distance 
in the third quarter, but junior Milos 
Vrzic couldn’t convert a crucial five- 
meter penalty shot. 

“We were playing great defense at 
that time,” Vrzic said. “Had I hit that 
penalty, it would’ve been 7-5.” 

Instead, Gaucho goalie ~ Chris 
Whitelegge recorded one of his 12 
saves, preserving UCSB’s three-goal 
lead. 

In the fourth quarter, UCSB kept its 
well-balanced play alive with two more 
goals, eventually pulling away 9-5 with 
two minutes remaining. 

LBSU was able to score with 44 sec- 
onds left by way of a breakaway goal 
from Devin Mefford, but it was a case 
of too little, too late for the ‘Niners. The 
Gauchos took the win, 9-6. 

“We just need to forget this game as 
soon as possible and keep our heads 
up,” Ljeppopio said. 

The ‘Niners will now shift their focus 
toward a match at Pepperdine on Satur- 
day.
